PUTTING “THE: NEW. ENGINE 
CONDITION. 


Many new eazy’ will be put into com- 
mission during the next couple of weeks, 
and; as many of the owners will have 
httle or no experience of running in a 
new enyine, a few -hints, which: may save 
them a costly experience, will not be out 
of place. The nev engine when delivered 
is not on that condition to develop its 
maximum power and speed. The several 
working surfaces, the cylinder bores and 
pistons, valve‘ guide and stems, main 
bearings, big-end, and gudgeon pin bear- 
ings are comparatively rough, although 
they have been: finished with the greatest 
accuracy and smooth,to the touch. When 
the engine is running these surfaces give 
rise to a considerable amount of friction, 
which-sets up heating of the various parts. 
Should the engine run too. fast, the 
friction and heat ‘inay be too much’ for 
the lubrication system to control, so that 
the. white metal lining of one or more of 
the beatings ; may actually melt away. 
This will put the car out of action until 
such time as the engine has been dis- 
mantied- and a new bearing or bearings 
refitted.. This is a costly repair, and, 
as it is.due to bad driving, is not covered 
by the maker’s guarantee. 

Another result—not quite so serious or 
costly as this—of running the engine too 
fast is: that the engine may “ sise up” 
and« become immovable for a time. . This 
is due to the. pistons becoming too hot, 
their’ expansion -causing them toe press 
so tightly.against the eyiinder- walls that 
they jamb therein, © When this happens 
one must wait till the engine cools, mean- 
while removing the sparking plugs and

NEW DUTIES FOR POLICE. 

There was no difficulty in defining their 
territorial limits. Why should they not 
ás the Civic Guards the powers of Sea 
bishery officers? At the present moment 
it was ah appalling thing to see foreign 
trawlers coming within half a mile of the 
coast and openly trawling. If the Garda 
went on board they could order them off. 
lle suggested that the Ministry should 
supply a motor boat at Bantry, Baltimore 
and Kinsale to be utilised by the Guards, 
and they woald then have that part of the 
coast efficiently patrolled by willing officers.

(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON AND A JURY.) 

The jury fownd in favour of the plaintiff, 
and assessed damages at £50, in the action 
brought by Donal O’Donoghue, accountant, 
4 Spencer street, South Circular road, Dublin, 
against Thomas Rogers, a member of the 


Dublin Detective Force, to recover damages, | 


£100, for assault and false imprisonment on 
August 27 and August 28, 1929. 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. A. Lynn (instructed by Messrs. 
Kennedy and McGonagle), in outlining the 
case for the plaintiff, said that the proceed- 
ings of the Detective Force in regard to this 
and similar cases reminded him that Charles 
I. had lost his head because of the Star 


Chamber inquiries, which inquiries did not 


differ much from the present procedure o! 
taking a man from his home to the Bride- 


well, keeping him there at their pleasure, | 


making no charge against him, and then 
turning him out without a word of apology. 
That was what they were fighting against. 
PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENGE, | 

The plaintiff, in evidence, told how the 
defendant and another officer came to his 
residence and said that he wanted him to 
come with him to the Bridewell, where 
Superintendent Ennis wished to ask him : 
few questions The defendant produced no 
warrant. Finally, to save his mother worry, 
he consented to accompany the officer. At 
the Bridewell witness refused to give hi: 
name. He was searched and placed in a 
cell, and was kept alone all day. In the 
afternoon he banged at the door, and in- 
formed the jailer that, if he was not released 
before 6 o'clock, he would smash the windows 
of the cel’ As he was not released at that 
hour, he carried out his threat as a protest 
against his detention. A charge was then 
entered against him of breaking the windows 
Hie was brought before the magistrate the 
next day on that charge, and he was dis- 
charged. Outside the courthotse he met 
Superintendent Ennis, who said: “ You got 
off lucky. Í did not know of your being in 


custody until [ heard that you had broken | 


the windows.’ 
CROSS-EX AMINATION. 

In cross-examination by Mr. 1. A. Finlay 
(fer defendant), the plaintiff would not admit 
that he was a member of the 1.R.A., 
do sO might incriminate himself and others, 
and besides that he

held himself out as a 


abiding citizen, the plaintiff replied that, if | 


a law-abiding citizen was. supposed to assist 
the police when they broke the laws of the 
state, then he was afraid that he could not 
them. 

The attention of the plaintiff was called 
to convictions against him in Green street 
Court, and to his refusal on those occa: 
sions to recognise the Court, and he 
was asked if he now recognised 
the Circuit Court. He replied that 
he had refused to recognise the Green Strec' 
Court, because there he had been persecute:! 
by a political party because of the political 
views he held. His reason for recognising the 
Circuit Court was that it was necessary to 
have such a Court for the carrying out of the 
luws. 

Do you recognise the criminal functions as 
well as the civil functions of this Court — 
Yes; criminals must be brought to justice. 


DEFENDANT'S EVIDENCE. 

The defendant, in evidence, stated that he 
went to the house of the plaintiff about 11 
o'clock on August 27th, and was admitted 
by the plaintiff's mother. When he tok 
the plaintiff that he was a detective, the 
plaintiff asked for the production of his card. 
and it was produced. He told the plaintil 
that he: was making inquiries regarding th: 
murder of Albert Armstrong. The plalntii 
refused to answer any questions. and witness 
told him that he would arrest him on 
suspicion and bring him to the Bridewell. 
Detective Dowd accompanied witness, and 
O’ Donoghue said that he would go with them, 
provided they allowed him to walk eight or 
ten yards m front of them, as he did not 
want to be seen in the company of the C.I.D. 
They gave him that concession, and he was 
brought to the Bridewell. 

Mr. FinlayHad you reasonable suspicien 
that he was implicated in the murder of 
Albert’ Armstrong ?+—I had. 


GROUNDS OF SUSPICION. 

What were the grounds of your suspicion ”— 
A description which was given me by a gentle- 
man that such a pérson Was seen in the 
vicinity of Maddison road shortly before thy 
murder of Armstrong, and also that the 
plaintiff had refused to angwer any questions 
in reference to the murder, | 

Answering further questions, the defendant 
said that having left O'Donoghue at the 
Bridewell he went to pursue further inquiries. 
He was satisfied that O'Donoghue did not 
answer the description given of him by the 
gentleman referred to. Witness went back, to 
the Bridewell about 6.20 p.m. for the purpose 
of having O’Donoghue released. He was 
then informed that he had broken eight panes 
of glass in the cell window, and for that he 
was detained, and was charged next morning 
before the District Justice, who discharged 
him on the ground that he had been illegally 
detained,

THE ARREST. 

Cross-examined by Mr. O'Connor, the 
defendant’ said that he did not tell the 
station-sergeant that he had _ arrested 
O'Donoghue on suspicion of being connected 
with the murder of Armstrong; but lie 
mentioned it to his superintendent. 

Witness refused to give the name of the 
gentleman referred to as having given him 
the description of a person who was seen in 
the vicinitv of the crime. 

Mr. O’Connor—I suggest that this 
mysterious gentleman is the creation of your 
imagination, and that the storv about the 
cescription is a deliberate lie’~It is nothing 
of the kind. 

Guard P. J. Walsh, who was O’Donoghue’s 
gaoler on the occasion, said that he 
(O'Donoghue) told him that he would smash 
the glass if he were not released, as there 
was no charge entered against him. Witness 
preferred the charged against him of having 
damaged property. 

Mr. O'Connor said that the plaintiff had 
been harassed by the Guards, and it was an 
ercuse on the part of the defendant to say 
that he had a dona fide suspicion that the 
plaintiff was implicated in the murder of 
Armstrong. If this kind of tyranny on the 
part of the police was not checked it wweuld 
strike at the root of the liberty of the 
subject. ‘

She has a designed displacement of about 
1,350 tons, and is 312 feet in length. She 
is to have an estimated speed of thirty-five 
knots. She will be armed with four 4.7 inch 
guns, two two-pounder pompoms and five 
machine guns, also eight torgedo tubes, The 
vessel is the first of her class in the Royal 
Navy to be fitted with machinery designed 
to make use of high-pressure steam.

DEPARTMENTAL SALARIES. 


At the time of the Jacobite War the 
Dublin establishment—clerks and letter 
carriers included—consisted of twelve 
persons, of whom five received £20 a vear, 
and no one, the Deputy Postmaster 
expected, more than £80 a year. The 
Deputy Postmaster’s salary was £400 a 
year. Such at least was the nominal estrb- 
lishment, but all was now confusion. The 
Battle of the Boyne had not yet been 
fought, and Tyrconnell was still Lord 
Deputy... By his command all the postal 
officials, down to the junior letter carrier, 
had been dismissed, and the mails from 
England, instead of being dealt. with at 
the Post Office were carried to the Castle 
and handled there. Afterwards the former 
staff resumed business at Fishamble street, 
where the Post Office remained till 1709, 
when it was shifted to Sycamore alley. 

During the reign of King William a 
subsidy of £450 per annum was raid Mr. 
Vickers for running three mail packets 
between Dublin and Holyhead. One of 
these. the Grace, when at anchor in 
Dublin Bay, on July 25th, 1692, was 
captured by the Swift and St. Martin, 
two French privateers. The Grace was 
completely stripped and plundered, | and 
her hull was handed back after payment 
of a ransom of fiftv guineas. The Post- 
master paid Vickers £150 in compensation. 


COMPLAINTS. 


Isaac Marley, a friend of Swift, was 


sent to Ireland as Deputy Postmaster- 
General in 1703. The Dean, writing about 
him in 1711, savs: ‘* Besides, he must 


, 


consider he could not send Stella wine if. 


he were put out.” They quarrelled, how- 
ever, as we find Swift in 1718 accusing 
Marley. of opening his letters. Marley 
continued in office till 1736. Critics of 
the Post Office arose even in those days. 
We find the Rev. 8. Madden, a prolific 
pamphleteer of the period, advocating a 
tri-weekly delivery of mails, and bitterly 
complaining of “ the carelessness of post- 
masters and the idleness of postboys, who 
turn day into night and nicht into day.” 

The middle of the eighteenth century 
saw postal facilities but little improved. 
Outside of Dublin the mailbags- were 
carried by boys on ponies. mules and on 
foot. In the post towns there were no 
letter carriers. ‘lhe postmaster was the 
sole Post Office agent. He it was. that 
dolivered the letters, if they were delivered 
at all; and for this service he could charze 
as he pleased. The Belfast postmaster 
delivered the Jetters himself and charged 
one penny a letter for doing so. 

In 1770 it took £4,500 per annum to run 
the Dublin Post Office, now located in 
Fownes court, -Of this sum the Deputy 
Postmaster took £1,000 and the Secretary 
£400, the mimimum wage for letter carriers 
being then 6s. 11d. a week. The English 
mail was received and despatched three 
times a week, wind and weather r- 
mitting. The number of mail packets 
had now been increased to five. two of 
which, by the way, were captured by the 
French in 1780. - 


DOMESTIC CONTROL.

Buried Butter.

It was the Chinaman, I thought, alone 
who had developed a taste for long-buried 
provenaer, and even he confined his 
attention to the succulencies of long- 
buried egys. I now: learn that our 
ancestors also made use of buried food- 
stuffs, and actually put firkins of butter 
to preserve in bogs. I was standing by a 
man cutting turf when he managed, with 
assistance, to bring to light one of these, 
which must have been lying covered there 
lor very many years. ‘I confess that this 
bog-butter, or mineral tallow, did not 
appear very appetising, and would not 
prove of much use, unless it could be 
made to serve as candles. —[t appears, 
however, that such butter was eaten at one 
time, though it always had a rancid tang. 
In Charles II.’s time travellers in Tre- 
land record that butter laid up in wicker 
baskets in bogs was an article of diet, and 
Sir William Petty seems at some time to 
have tasted it to his discomfiture. The 
peat moisture acts as a preservative, of 
course, but the very idea of using butter 
suhjected to such treatment has a 
nauseating effect upon the modern 
appetite. 


Pepus’s Musique Master. 


A correspondent writes :—I came across 
a passage in “ Pepys’ Diary ” the other 
aay which may be of interest to Dublin 
readers. Urder the date of 24th 
February, 1661, Pepys wrote:—‘‘ Long 
with Mr. Birkenshaw in the morning at 
my musique practice, finishing my song of 
‘Gaze not on Swans’ in two parts, which 
pleases me well; and did give him £5 for 
this month or five weeks that he taught 
ime; which is a great deal of money and 
troubled me to part with it.” 

John Birkenshaw, the recipient of this 
piineely remuneration, was born in 
Dublin at the beginning of the seventeenth 
century, and, at an early age, entered the 
service of the Earl of Kildare. He was 
forced to leave Ireland in 1641, but the 
Restoration saw him established in a 
lucrative practice in London. Here he 
became one of the foremost music masters, 
and published several books on the study 
of music. : 


“G heir Own Coobs. 


Trinity men have always complained of 
having to cook their own breaktasts, and 
few of them make a virtue of necessity.

Wild Swans.

The largest gathering of wild swans that 
I have ever seen (writes a correspondent) 
was visible from the window of a carriage 
on the Lough Swilly Railway while the 
train was passing a lake near Carrowen, 
in County Donegal. This seems to be a 
breeding place, from which the birds have 
journeyed, usually in pairs, to many 
mountain lakes, and even large ponds in 
Donegal and the adjoining counties. An 
old tradition, which may be connected with 
the legend of the children of Lir, says 
that it is unlucky to interfere with swans, 
and, perhaps, this has been more effective 
in preserving these graceful birds than any 
legal enactment. Swans are said to mate 
for life, which means a period of about 
fifty years. Under English law wild 
swans are the property of the Crown, and 
the King’s swan-herd was once a person of 
considerable. importance. Swans- live 
mainly on aquatic plants, but they are 
also very destructive to fish-spawn. I do 
not think the story of the swan’s death 
song has any foundation in fact; the 
common swan is usually mute, but there 
is a variety known as the whistling swan, 
which has a peculiar formation of the 
wind-pipe and emits an occasional] shriek 
that may have given rise to the legend.

British Association's President. 


The nomination of General Jan Smuts 
to be President of the British Association, 
when it meets in London in September, 
may be taken as a delicate compliment to 
the great services he rendered the Associa- 
tion at its meeting in South Africa last 
year. The Council of 
the Association was 
unanimous in its 
nomination, and 
General Smuts has 
signified his accept- 
ance, 

During the meet- 
ings in South Africa 
General Smuts not 
only rendered valu- 
able aid in making 
the visit a success. 
but he there made a 
valuable contribu- 
tion to scientific 
thought by opening a 
discussion on the 
nature of life with a paper in which he 
developed the theory to which he has 
given the name of “ Holism.”’ The new 
theory was sufficiently scientific to win the 
approval of such a clear thinker as Dr 
J. B. S. Haldane, who declared that 
scientific physiology was impossible with- 
out the conception of “ Holism.’’ The 
theory was first expounded in a volume 
published by General Smuts some three or 
four years ago in London. 

General Smuts is now in his sixtieth 
year, and has had an unusually varied 
and strenuous carecr. He held a com- 
mand during the Boer War, held a number 
of public offices in the Transvaal before 
his: appointment as Colonial Secretary in 
General’ Botha’s Ministry, and then 
became Prime Minister of the Union of 
South Africa. He is an honorary

a Freeman of the City of London, a 
member of the Privy Council, a Com- 
panion of Honour, and one of the best 
known public men of his time.

An (race Coal. 


The race for Dogget’s Coat and Badge 
is famous all over the world, but it 1s 
not generally known that Thomas Dogget, 
its founder, was a Dublin man. An actor 
by profession, he made his first appear- 
ance on the Dublin stage, but soon atter- 
wards decided to seek his fortune in 
London. Before he was twenty-five he 
made. his way from the shows of 
Bartholomew Fair to Drury Lane plat- 
form. He was a strong supporter of the 
Hanoverians, and on the anniversary of 
their accession he made this announce- 
ment :— 

“ This being the day of His Majesty s 
happy Accession to the Throne, there 
will be given by Mr. Dogget an orange- 
coloured Livery, with a badge repre- 
senting Liberty, to be rowed for by Six 

Watermen It will be continued 

annually on the same day.” 

But for the Coat and Badge, Thomas 
Dogget would now be completely for- 


Ime QUIDNUNC. 
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Post Office was £15,000 per annum, of 
which only £5,500 was allotted to the 
provinces, and this sum included the 
conveyance of mails and salaries of post 
masters. Mails were now despatched 
daily to (Cork, Belfast, Limerick and 
Waterford, and-thrice a week to Galway, 
Wexiord, Derry and Enniskillen. With 
the advent of the mail coaches postal 
business increased considerably, The Post 
Office receipts were doubled between 1780 
and 1800, and the number of post towns 
jumped from 145, in 1782, to 379 in 1814. 

The ' franking ” privilege exercised by 
Members of Parliament was the béte nvir 
of the Post Office in the eighteenth 
century. This coveted privilege enabled 
a Mémber during the Session of *Parlia- 
ment, and for forty days before‘and after, 
to send letters free by merely writing his 
name on the outer’covers. Needless to say, 
this privilege was grossly abused through- 
out the British Isles: but it was in 
Ireland that the rage for franking broke 
out in its wildest excesses. A regular 
trade was carried on in franks. Members 
signed them in huge batches for their 
friends and constituents, and they were 
often viven in fiew of wages. The 
Secretary to. ther Post Office in Ireland 


stated: “I believe that there are very 
‘few merchants or 


attorneys’ clerks 
throughout the kingdom (Ireland) who do 
not counterfeit in the name of one member 


or another... Nay, if I:classed with them 


almost every little pretty Miss capable of

joining her letters, I should not exaggerate 
this abuse.’’ 

Even after the Union the Irish Post 
Office continued as a separate organisation 
until 1831, when it was amalgamated with 
the British Post Office.

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Sidney Harry Fox, was at Sussex Assizes 
at Lewes yesterday, found ‘guilty of the 
murder of his mother, Mrs. Rosaline Fox, 
at the Hotel Metropole, Margate, and was 
sentenced ve “leath; s The jury were absent 
for an hour and a half. When the verdict 
was announced Fox did not move a muscle. 

He stood in silence’as the judge dunned the 
square of black silk+the black cap. 

When Mr. Justice Rowlatt uttered the grim 
words of the death sentence, Fox bowed his 
lead and for a moment it seemed as if he 
must collapse, but with a supreme effort he 
braced himself. As the ¢chaplain’s solemn 
‘amen’’ echoed through the Court, Fox in 
a voice that was ‘scarcely andible murmured : 
‘My lord, Í never murmured my mother.”’ 

As he, turned to go below he swayed and 
tottered. A sob shook him and he almost 
reeled down the steps. 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt ordered the execution 
to be carried out by the Sheriff of Kent, and 
excused the jury from further service for ten 
years. 

The: Press Association understands that the 
question of appeal has not vet been considered. 
THE SUMMING UP. 

Mr. Justice Rowlatt, in his summing up, 
said that no question arose of manslaughter 
or anything of that kind. It was murder or 
nothing. The crime Fox was said to have 
committed. was a very horrible one, and if 
he was guilty of it, he was guilty of a very 
cruel and treacherous murder. It was a case 
of circumstantial evidence, and. if one cir- 
cumstance was. not consistent with guilt. it 
broke the whole thing down. 

‘What you want is an array of circum- 
stances which point only to one conclusion, 
and to all reasonable minds ‘to that conclu- 
sion only. No prejudice ought to attach to 
Fox for murder from the eireumstance that 
he was a dishonest man.”’

HERONS AND FISHERIES. 

TO Tlik, BDLTIOR. OF THE IRISH TIMLs. 

Siz,—The omission of herons from the 
protected list of birds leaves their position 
very much where it was, unless decency and 
common humanity have died in Ireland. It 
has been, 1 think, the general practice to 
shoot herons and cormorants when they have 
become a nuisancé or a menace to a fishery. 
The deciding factors will be the amount of 
protection required for the fishery and the 
local heron population, It would be sheer 
vandalism to destroy an ald heroury where no 
damage to fishing interests can be claimed. 

I have had tame herons, and have reason 
to know the nature and quantity of food they 
get through im a day—-two dozen rudd, a 
dozen or. more . eels, frogs galore. 
Chew early. days must. be slavery to the 
parent birds, coming and going from daylight 
till dark, from the 1st March to the middie 
of August. My birds reminded me of a 

revelation’ suit-case. The demund for 
food at that time of year is so great that, 
unless trout food is plentiful and near, they 
would not waste time on river work. If an 
estuary is handy, herons will, as a rule, take 
their food from it, but it is also true that 
they can do an enormous amount of damage 
durmg the. spawning season in- shallow 
waters—not so much to the spawn as to the 
fish, which are, probably, quite indifferent 
to their danger.

gave a clear and reasoned account of the 
necessity for such planning and of the 
steps that the Free State Government has 
taken, or is about to take. to 
remedy its omission. The Senate has 
passed a Town-planning and Rural 
Amenities Bill, and Mr. Mulcahy, the 
Minister for Local Government, while 
excusing the Government’s previous 
remissness, has promised to use that bill 
as the basis of a new measure which will 
deal fully with the problem. At present 
the problem is acute. Dublin is an old 
city, built in an age when the capita] was 
not a receptacle for the country’s surplus 
population, and its builders were under 
no necessity to think of its expansion. 
Like those of other old cities, many of 
Dublin's principal streets are narrow 
and unfit for modern traffic. ‘‘ Bottle- 
necks’’ abound. The expanding city, 
throwing out, at haphazard, tentacles in 
all directions, joins clumsily with the 
neighbouring townships. A  compre- 
hensive measure, embracing every aspect 
of Dublin’s development, clearly is 
required. If ‘‘ Greater Dublin ” is to 
become anything more than a sorry joke, 
Foxrock and Malahide must be contained 
in it: considerations of wsthetics, tran- 
sport and administration forbid them to 
be mere atomies at the end of Dublin’s 
radiating tentacles. Meanwhile, straggling 
and unsightly suburbs are arising in the 
northern area of the city. As Dublin, 
increasing in the future, incorporates 
these, they will become a further cause of 
woe to the resident, the motorist and the 
westhete. Mr. Robertson’s paper reveals 
that a town-planning scheme wil] not be 
an autocratic measure, but will 
a reasonable exercise of responsible 
authority for the public good.

THE HAGUE, Th ursday, 

The debate on the Foreign Affairs 
Budget was opened to-day in the First 
Chamber of the States General. In the 
course of the debate M. Briet, a member 
of the Anti-Revolutionary (Calvinist) 
Party, expressed the opinion of the 
majority of the people in Holland when 
he insisted that the Government should 
persist in its refusal to grant de jure 
recognition to the Government of the 
Soviet Republic. He further expressed 
the opinion that Soviet Russia consti- 
tuted an imminent danger to the whole of 
Kurope, and that, if a fight against Russia 
had to be conducted, then the Nether- 
lands ought also to do their duty. For 
this reason, concluded M. Briet, we must 
not disarm, but must maintain our de- 
fences on an adequate basis. 


FOREIGN MINISTER’S VIEW. 

In a message dated Friday, the cor- 
respondent says:—Yesterday’s protest by 
‘1. Briet, the Anti-Revolutionary and 
leader, against the de jure 
recognition of the Soviet, was endorsed 
by M. Polak (Social Democrat) when the 
debate on the Foreign Affairs estimate 
was resumed in the First Chamber of the 
States General to-day. He said that he 
objected to recognition, because he did not 
want a headquarters of Bolshevik pro- 
paganda established in Holland under 
the cloak of a Soviet Legation. 

The Foreign Minister,; Jonkheer Beel- 
aerts van Blokland, replied that there 
was no reason for Holland’s changing her 
attitude towards Russia, more especially 
after the news of the religious persecu- 
tion there.

Presiding at this afternoon’s meeting 
of the All-India Congress Committee, Mr. 
Jawaharlal Nehru said that the meeting 
was called to endorse the resolution 
passed by the Working Committee on 
February 14th authorising Mr. Gandhi 
and those who believe in non-violence as 
a creed, to start ‘‘ civil disobedience ” as 
and when, they wished. 

Mr. Nehru said that he was sure that 
nothing was wrong in the Working Com- 
mittee appointing the ablest man in the 
country as Commander-in-Chief. None of 
those present would dispute the fact that 
Mr. Gandhi was the fittest to lead them. 
It was not true that the Working Com- 
mittee was not responsible for Mr. 
Gandhi's actions, but it was for the All- 
India Congress Cominittee to assume 
responsibility or refuse to do so. 


“CIVIL DISOBEDIENCE.” 

The committee eventually unanimously 
adopted a long resolution approving of 
the resolution of the Congress Working 
Committee of February 14th authorising 
Mr. Gandhi to initiate and control ‘ civil 
disobedience ’’; congratulating him, his 
companions and the country on the march 
begun on the 12th inst. in pursuit of his 
plan of “ civil disobedience,’’ and express- 
ing the hope that the whole country would 
respond by efforts to bring the campaign 
for the attainment of purna swaraj 
(complete independence) to a speedy, 
successful issue.

vear was ten and a-half per one hundred 
thousand of the population, against ten 
and one-tenth in 1928.

Interest in the mystery of the missing 
Stradbally postman, Laurence Griffin, 
who vanished last Christmas Day, has 
been revived by the disappearance of 
James Fitzgerald, Knockrower Cottage, 
Stradbally, one of the principal witnesses 
for the State at the hearing of the case 
against the ten persons who were charged 
in connection with the postman mystery 
and acquitted. 


WHEREABOUTS UNKNOWN. 

Inquiries in Stradbally to-day elicited 
the fact that Fitzgerald was called upon 
by two men in civilian clothes, who 
arrived in a motor car this day week. He 
left his cottage, where he resided with 
Mr. and Mrs. Colbert, got into the car, 
and was driven away. He did not 
acquaint Mr, or Mrs. Colbert of his 
destination, and exhaustive inquiries have 
failed to disclose his whereabouts. The 
opinion is entertained in Stradbally that 
Fitzgerald has been brought to Dublin. 
The Civic Guards, who are very reticent 
in the matter, do not appear to attach any 
special significance to Fitzgerald’s dis- 
appearance. There is a good deal of 
speculation in Stradbally in connection 
with the new development. 


POLICE INQUIRIES. 

Meanwhile detectives have been quietly 
pursuing investigations. Inspector Hunt, 
of the Dépét, also is on the spot, and it 
is reported that a sometime inspector of 
the Royal Irish Constabulary has been 
specially retained to make inguiries with 
regard to the Griffin mystery. 

The force of Civic Guards at Stradbally 
Barrack is now double what it was prior 
to Griffin's disappearance. It is thought 
probable that the search for the body of 
the missing postman will be resumed in 
the near future. 

Another correspondent. states that in- 
vestigations sti!l are being carried out in 
and around Stradbally into the mystery 
of the missing postman, and criminal 
experts, including an ex-detective in- 
spector in the Royal Ivish Constabulary, 
are making private inquiries.

3. HOUSING OF THE VERY POOR, 

Fhis Council, having had wnder con- 
sideration the serious and distressing fact 
that insanitary slums, housing the very poor 
in inhuman conditions in Dublin and some 
other places, are still a disgrace despite the 
extensive erection of small dwellings by 
public and private enterprise, appeals to all 
the churches represented on the United Council 
to make this problem, which is so pressing a 
challenge to our Christian brotherhood, a 
matter for special prayer and considered 
action at all synods and assemblies meeting 
during this year. 

The Council ventures to suggest the issue 
of an appeal by esch Church Assembly. to 
their members to support, and, if necessary, 
to organise, utility societies, whose sbare- 
holders or members will be prepared, in view 
of all these facts, to. accept a nominal rate 
of interest on any moneys they may be able 
to invest therein.’’

APPOINTMENTS. 
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SELECT COMMITTEE'S 
- RECOMMENDATIONS, 


Important recommetidations are made in 
the Report of. the Select*Committee on the 
Loea| Authorities (Officers and Employes) 
Act, which ‘was civeuwlated to members of 
the Dail and Senate’ yesterday. 

It is recommendéd that the functions cf 
the Local Appointments ‘Commission shouid 
be transferred to the Civil Service Com- 
mission, and that if this recommendation is 
not adopted only Civil - Servants shall be 
eligible for membership of the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission, 

Among the other recommendations in the 
report are the following :— 

APPOINTMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

That promotions, as well as appointments, 
shall be controlled by the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission. 

That provision should be made for com- 
petitive examination by way of written 
tests for all appointments to the public service 
other than appointments requiring professional 
or technical qualifications. 

That for appointments requiring profes- 
sional or technical qualifications, examina- 
tions should be held by the Local Appoint- 
ments Commission acting by . Selection 
Boards appointed for the purpose; that such 
Selection Boards in selecting candidates with 
a view to appointment should have regard 
to the post-gradnate diplomas or similar dís: 
tinctions and the ex perience of the candi- 
dates, the latter qualification to be ascertained 
by a practical test, 

THE FACTOR OF PERSONALITY. 

That-1t should be a statutory instruction to 
selection boards that, in assessing the relative 
merits of candidates in regard to the factor of 
personality, marks should be awarded only in 
respect of personal appearance and general 
bearing, and that the maximum number of 
marks prescribed under that heading should 
not be greater than is represented by five per 
cent. of the total number of marks obtainable. 

That, with a view to the filling of appoint- 
ments requiring technical 
qualifications, rosters of qualified candidates 
should be framed by the Local Appointments 
Commissioners as often as the number of 
expected vacancies justifies it, but not oftener 
than four times a year. 

The report States that local 
authorities have expressed satisfaction at the 
working of the Act, 23 were opposed to 1ts 
principle, 67 suggested amendments of various 
kinds, and 23 stated that they had no observa- 
tions to offer.

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NEW SUBMARINE 
INVENTION,

GERMAN PROFESSOR’S 
CLAIM,

BERLIN, Friday 

Designs for a new type of submarine which, 
it is claimed. is superior in speed and power 
to anything of a similar displacement, have 
been produced by Professor Oswald Flamm, 
of the Berlin Technical High School. 

The chief weapon in the new boat will be 
an ‘‘invisible’’ torpedo, similar to the exist- 
ing type, except that it would show no wake. 

This, the professor said, would be accom- 
plished by the use of an improved drive, 
which would also give the torpedo greate 
speed, 

The professor claims that a submarine con 
structed according to his pians would be as 
far advanced over the existing as 
the new German cruiser is over her prede 
cessors, but as Germany is not permitted to 
build submarines, and the professor is unable 
to finance even the constructron of a model 
of his designs, it is likely to remain on pape 
foreign.

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WORK TO BE RE-STARTED 
AT ONCE, 

The fire which broke out early vesterday 
morning at the Killeen Paper Mills. about 
a mile from Clondalkin, County Dublin, was 
under complete control by midday veste 
day, but, as reported in our late editions 
yesterday, a large portion of the mill build- 
ings were badly damaged during the precious 
yeriod that elapsed before the arrival of the 
Dublin Fire Brigade. 

Owing to the interruption of the tele 
phonic communication by the fire the Bri- 
gae received the call only when 
the blaze had reacned large proportions 
and when they arrived on the scene their 
as at first hampered by the suction 
pipe of the engine becoming choked by 
pieces of partly-burnt paper in the water 
from which the supply was being taken. 

After fine work, however, they

Nearly forty years have passed since the 
Lord Chamberlain forbade the public per- 
formance of ‘* Mrs. Warren's Profession,” 
and the irony of its production nowadays 15 
that it took¢«a world war to make the pro- 
duction possible and out-of-date. There 
would now be no reason for Mrs. Warren to 
complain that the opportanities for women 
were restricted; quite the opposite is the 
fact, and the consequence is that ‘‘ Mrs. 
Warren's Profession” as a play is now 
frankly a comedy. The reasons which Mrs. 
Warren gives to justify her choice of a pro- 
fession are no longer convincing, but it 1s 
still! possible to laugh at her antics. 

That is what an audience does, and the 
large audience at the Gaiety Theatre last 
night laughed, and laughed again, until the 
sociology was very completely dissolved. 
Perhaps it is a mistake to stage the play in 
the costumes of to-day; the points would 
seem more real if they were made by people 
clad in the dresses of the ‘nineties. The 
emotionalism of Mrs. Warren would be more 
appealing if it came from a figure In leg-o 
mutton sleeves and a skirt that swept the 
ground. Vivie, too, might be more convince. 
ing if she appealed frankly as a girl of the 
period rather than the short-skirted maiden 
of to-day. ‘Pillion-riding would have shocked 
Vivie rather more than the revelations of 
Sir George Crofts. 

THE ACTING. 

Of the acting’ in this production it may be 
said that it is smooth without being distin- 
guished.

EMPIRE GENERAL 
STAFF SUGGESTED. 
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BRAINS TO DEAL WITH 
DEVELOPMENT.

O'Connor, K.C., speaking at a 
luncheon of the Royal Empire Society at 
the Cannon Street Hotel, London, sug, 
gested the immediate establishment of an 
Imperial economic general staff, sitting per- 
manently in London, to clear up problems ol 
Empire development. 

‘It is when you come to consider how 
intangible are the links of Empire,” he said, 
“ that. the need for some new and steadily 
pursued line of policy emerges. The Empire 
to-day is held together by three bonds—sentt- 
ment, the Navy and the Trustee Act. Of 
these the first diminishes with each genera- 
tion of restricted emigration. The second 
we are loosening in deference to a general 
policy of disarmament, which is said to rende: 
a gesture on our part necessary. The third 
is a bond which our diminishing | capital 
resources and the rapid development of the 
Jimpire make increasingly difficult to main- 
tain,”

BEST BUSINESS BRAINS. 

The general staff, he continued, should be 
composed of the best. business brains that 
could found in the Dominions and 

home. Its business would be to 
under review every economic 
development affecting the com- 
ponent parts of the Empire. It should he 
a clearing house for Imperial Trade statistics, 
and should be able to make sound representa 
tions on the adjustment of tariffs, im order 
to eliminate hardship on any particular part. 
of the Empire. Its funetion would be

Twenty years ago Dresden china was in 
great demand in the salerooms, but during 
and since the war has been neglected im 
favour of the products of Chelsea and Wor- 
cester. That a keen interest is again being 
displayed by the Continent in early Dresden 
was evidenced at the sale of the Lansdown 
and Morrison porcelain at Christie’s Jast week- 
end, A dinner service, painted with birds 
and insects in spirally fluted and basket 
pattern borders, from the former collection 
brought 420 guineas, and another dinner ser- 
vice sent by Major Morrison realised 820 
guineas, the decoration in this case being 
landscapes and coast scenes. 

At the same rooms on Wednesday last old 
silver, the property of Mr. Granville Farquhar 
and the late Mr. and Mrs. G. Craig Sellar, 
accounted for a total of £13,000. 

A George II. toilet service engraved with 
the arms of Beaufort impaling Berkeley, made 
by John White, 1729, sold for £35,700, which 
works out at 149s. an ounce. The highest 
figure per ounce was paid for a James ll. 
Monteith engraved in the Chinese taste, dated 
1687, which brought 580s. an ounce and 
totalled £1,080. A pair of Irish ewers with 
pear-shaped bodies, flat -chased, with 
flowers, shells and scroll work, by Thomas 
Williamson, Dublin, fetched £505, and a 
Charles I]. tankard and cover made 520s. an 
ounce (£598). £1,700 was paid tor a set of 
three cups and covers by Anthony Nelme, 
713, and a James II. porringer and cover at 
400s. brought £568.

Mr. F. A. Cleary, Controller of Industrial 
and Commercial Property in the Irish Free 
State, sat at 45 Merrion square, Dublin, 
to hear the application of Messrs. H. 
O'Rourke and Co., millers, Drogheda, for tie 
registration of three trade marks in respect 
of oats which they sell. 

The application was opposed by Messrs. J. 
Furlong and Sons, Cork, who submitted that 
the applicants’ marks were liable to be con 
fused with theirs, which were’ already regis 
tered by them for their products. | " 

Mr. Claude Mercier, for Messrs. Furlong, 
gave evidence as to the registration of their 
marks, “ Sunburst ” and “ Victor,” for their 
flour products. These marks, he said, closely 
resembled the marks, “ Sunburst,” and the 
device, * Cuchullain,”’ which Messrs. 
O'Rourke sought to have registered. 

Mr. Monk (instructed by Messrs. A. Cox 
and Co.), for the respondent company, said 
that petitioners sought to prevent them from 
using a word that was in common use with 
an entirely different article, in which they 
had neither built up a trade nor expressed 
any intention of so doing. 


SENATOR'S EVIDENCE. 

Senator B. O'Rourke, Chairman of the 
respondent firm, said that they adopted the 
‘Sunburst ” device as their mark in 1916, 
and at that time they had no knowledg: 
that the petitioners were selling ‘‘ Sunburst 
flour. In 1918 his firm adopted the trade 
mark, ‘* Cuchullain,’’ for their products. In 
his opinion there could be no confusion in 
the mind of any Irishman as to the design, 
“ Cuchuilain,” and Messrs. Furlong’s “ Vie- 
tor ” mark. There was no possibility of con- 
fusion in the mind of any customer as to 
‘*Sunburst ’ flour and ''Sunburst ” oats. 


CONTROLLER'S DECISION. 

The Controller said that it was a matter 
which was not free from doubt.

He would allow registration for 
the word “ Sunburst " in respect of rolled 
oats, and to the device in respect of the 
same goods. He would allow the registra 
tion of the. marks subject to av. amended 
specification of ‘rolled, flaked, or wafer 
i oats, oatmeal, or oatónimeal.'”
